Arturo Gaeta, ship’s plumber, 
confessed he had smuggled in the 
contrabrand, authorities reported. 
Gaeta e arrest was alleged to have 
caused him to confess also that 
he had smuggled to this country 
on a fruitless mission of salesman- 
shi, a stolen Michael Angelo for 
the return of which the Itallan 
| Sovernment had offered a 8100. 
000 reward. 

Gaeta wes held im $15,000 ball. 
The Dullio’s captain and seven

— were held in $1500 bail 
each. 


White offictais sought to com-

bond before their ship would be 
permitied to sail for Sat- 
urday. 

HUNDRED IN RAID 

The raid was participated tn by 
100 narcotics and customs agents. 
Two of their number had been 
Working for months on the case. 
Yesterday they suid, they trailed a 
go- between to a Broadway caba- 
ret, posed before him as “dopes” 
and learned that the Duilio had 
just brought in a huge supply of 
narcotics. 

The agents sought Gaeta, who 
scurried about the passenger quar- 
ters for a few minutes and, ac- 
cording to the agents, accumulated 
600 packages of narcotics. The 
sale price was $110,600. 

While the narcotics were being 
prepared for lowering over the 
Duilio’s side, into the officer’s wait- 
ing boat, the signal for the raid 
was given and 100 armed agents 
swarmed aboard. 

The plumber is alleged to have 
confessed that he smuggled the 
narcotics, which bore London 
trade-marks, for an American “dope 
ring” that promised him a com- 
mission of $5 a pound. There 
were 600 packages of the stuff, 
each containing 200 grains. 

TELIS OF PICTURE 

In the midst of Gacta’s confes- 
sion about the narcotics, he is al- 
leged to have disclosed that he 
knew the whereabouts of the 
Michael Angelo, whi h he said was 
stolen from a cathedral in Italy 
eight years ago. 

The painting, done on wood and 
in four sections, he said, had been 
in possession of Pappi Andres Con- 
duitu, in Genoa. Conduitti in- 
trusted two of the sections to 
| Gaeta to be smuggled into the 
United States and sold at $500 
apiece. He had brought them here 
on the Duilio’s last trip, he related, 
but failed to make a sale, eo he 
returned the masterpiece to Con- 
duitti in Genoa.

It is now quite evident that a 
desperate effort is to be made by 
the French to include the inter- 
Allied debts within the scope of 
the conference. The British have 
set their faces firmly against this 
and propose to Umit the meeting 
strictly to the discussion of how 
to get the Dawes report into op- 
eration. The American Ambassa- 
dor, Frank B. Kellogg, told Mr. 
MacDonald yesterday that he 
would not attend any sessions at 
which the subject of debts are 
mentioned and will withdraw at 
once if any attempt is made to 
bring it up. 

The opening session tomorrow 
willl be a formal one and devoted 
to a welcoming speech by Mr. 
MacDonald and replies by- leaders 
of other delegations. Mr. Kelloggs 
will probably take the opportunity 
to state the position of the United 
States, which ts simply that he ts 
present to look after the American 
interests and will not interfere 
| when they do not affect the United

ity for carrying out decisions. 


LOAN COMES FIRST 


He may also point out that as a 
matter of practical policy the 6200. 
000,000 loan provided for by the 
Dawes plan must be the first charge 
on German assets, taking prece- 
dence over reparations. If this is 
not so, it will not be possible to 
raise the loan in America. The 
French are expected to protest 
against this and claim that repara- 
tions must be the first charge, | 

According to the British—and 
this is also the American  view- 
point—three things must be done 
by the conference. One is to sat- 
isfy the American bankers; two, to 
satisfy Germany, and three, to get 
the French in line. I am informed 
that Mr. MacDonald has had a 
hint from Washington not to talk 
too much about the part that is 
to be played by America. 

There is no doubt that both 
France and England would like to 
see as a result of the conference 
a decision by America to take a 
more active interest and greater 
responsibility in the affairs of Eu- 
rope. Mr. MacDonald has been 
told plainly that this is impossible 
as the United States will not take 
the proffered place as the arbiter 
of European affairs. 


NOT TO BE COLLECTOR

to permit escape. Ensign Smith 
entered the turret by prying open 
one of the doors under the over- 
hang about fifteen minutes after 
the casualty occurred. The gases 
were so thick that he was able to 
remain in the turret only a few 
minutes with a gas mask on. He 
ascertained, however, that all the 
men were dead. 

“The casualty in question oc- 
curred during the firing of the 
eighth salvo. Prior to that 4 
namely upon the completion of the 
load for the third salvo, the left 
gun of No. 2 turret fired prema- 
turely while the firing circuit was 
open and while the gun was in 
loading position. As the plug was 
closed no damage was done. 


DESCRIBE TRAGEDY 

“As described by eye witnesses, 
the main casualty occurred as fol- 
lows: 

The seventh salvo had deen 
fired, guns returned to loading po- 
sition and plugs open. There ap- 
peared to be some trouble with air 
pressure, although not very clear 
just what, except that the gun cap- 
tain was heard to make some re- 
marks about the air pressure the 
turret captain picked up a wrench 
and stated he would fix it. The 
shell was rammed home, four bags 
of powder placed on the spanner 
tray and rammed into the gun, 
rammer withdrawn, whereupon 
there emerged from the breech of 
the gun a mall grayish ball of 
smoke and flame followed by a 
large flash of fame. Fame and 
gases immediately filled the gun 
compartment, passed through the 
safety doors above the shell table 
to the other two gun Compartments 
and through the peep doors to the 
turret officers’ booth. Deaths oc- 
curred as the result of asphyxia- 
tion. 


DUE TO “FOUL BORE” 


“The court was of the opinion 
that the premature fring of the 
left gun on the third salvo was due 
to ‘foul bore,’ consequent to in- 
sufficient air pressure and guns not 
being properly cleared of gas be- 
fore loading. 

“The court was of the opinion 
that the same cause resulted in the 
main casualty; the gun being in- 
to the wind probably made the 
expuisién of gases more difficult; 
that the number of casualties was 
increased by the presence of un- 
official observers who crowded the 
passageways, making exit more dif- 
ficult; that the damage casualties 
on the left and center guns prob- 
ably resulted by the failure to keep 
the safety doors over the shell 
table closed; that the fire in the 
upper handling room was caused 
by the safety doors not being en-

NEW YORK, July 
consumption in the United States 
for the crop year, July 1, 1923, to 
June 30, 1924, has reached the 
highest total on record, 10,758,030 


bags, as compared with 9,660,641 
bags for the preceding. twelve 
months. Wstimated in pounds in- 
stead of bags, these figures be- 
come 1,463,372,22% unde, as 
compared to 1,277,696,950 pounds 
for the previous year. 

Excluding what coffee may have 
been taken from American ware- 
houses for re-exportation, the per 
capita consumption would be 13.30 
pounds. As the per capita con- 
suimption in this country for the 
erop year 1922-1923 was. 11.63 
pounds it is evident that the bev-

To those assuming such a condition it was a shock to see 
the late president of the Harbor Commission kicked out of of- 
fice, following a grand jury investigation into charges of petty 
grafting, after he had been three years in office. 

Of the five men who have served on the Harbor Commis- 
sion in the past three years one was an ex-printer, who be- 
came the commission's president, one a building contrastor, one 
a shipyard executive with active private interests at the har- 
bor, one a realty man and one in the trucking business. A 
former janitor was also apppointed to this commission by the 
Mayor but the Council declined to confirm him. 
Appointments at the City Hall are legal tender 
payment of political debts. They are favors to hand out to 
one’s friends and the friends of their friends. They are cogs in. 
the political machine built up by back-stairs bosses whose 
ascendancy over the Mayor is one of the mysteries of the city 
government. Whether a man measures up to the job, whether 


pacity for the great responsibil- 


ities given him, are secondary considerations. 
It is to be said to the credit of the Council that not all 
these appointments are approved. The Council refused to con- 
firm the appointment of Kent K. Parrot, the Mayor's cam- 
paign manager, to the Public Service Commission.

SPREAD QUICKLY 
The flames quickly spread to the 
Fisher well No. 2 and to one owned 
by the Mutual On Company, and 
later to Mack well No. 1. The 
cause is beileved to have been the 
opening of a valve at a casing 
head by a workman and the igni- 
tion of the escaping gas, which set 
the derrick of Fisher No: 7 on fire. 
Fomite fire-fighting apparatus 
belonging to the General Petro- 
leum Company, manned by a crew 
of expert fighters employed by the 
tame company, fought all day in 
what at several junctures appeared 
to be a losing fight against the 
spread of the flames. 
Apparatus and a crew of experi- 
enced fighters from the Shell on 
Company also performed gallant 
service in the tight to bring the 
fire under control. 
Approximately 350 fire fighters. 
recruited mostly from the oll 
workers of the Signal Hill field, 
besides two companies of the Long 
Beach Fire Department, partici- 
pated in the days engagement. 
Signal Hill has no water system 
and the nearest hydrant was at 
Hill and California avenues, near- 
ly a mile away. Connection was 
made with this hydrant, however. 
through more than 6000 feet of 
hose, in order that a stream of wa- 
ter might be played on the flames. 
TANK EXPLODES 
2900-barrel tank belonging 
to the Fisher eompany burst into 
flames with a terrific explosion at 
about 1 p.m., after the fire fighters 
believed that they had at last sub- 
dued the blaze and checked its 
spread. 
This was followed by a second 
— when tank No. 2 caught 
pire. 
Fearing that these tanks might 
be ripped open by the heat, thus 
causing a river of blazing oil to 
rush down Lovelady street, de- 
stroying everything in its path, a 
dyke was hastily thrown up across 
the street with tractors. At 4 
o'clock the situation was menacing 
and it was feared the flames were 
getting out of control. The flames 
from the tanks were shooting high 
into the air and it was expected 
any moment that the steel walls 
might give way. 


FINALLY CONTROLLED 
By 8 o’clock, however, the 
flames had died down to such an 
extent that le was declared the 
danger of the fire spreading was 
passed. 
So far as could be learned, the 
explosion of the tank was caused 
by the falling of one of the burn- 
ing derricks, a burning faggot 
being hurled into the oll, causing 
an instant explosion. 
Wayne B. Fisher, field superin- 
tendent for the Fisher Company, 
estimated the total damage at 
$100,000, after viewing the wreck-| 
age last night. The loss suffered 
by the Fisher Company, he stated. 
was about $50,000 including the 
loss of two derricks, two storage 
tanks and a drilling outfit. 
By all accounts, the heroine of 
the fire was Mrs. Z. T. Nelson, Sig- 
nal Hiil’s woman Mayor. Mrs. 
Nelson organized and headed a re- 
lief committee to aid the 350 fire- 
fighters Who were risking their 
lives in battling the flames, saw 
to it that they were fed in shifts 
and personally passed among them 
giving them encouragement and 
cheer, 


PERFORMS DARING FEAT 
The day's most spectacular feat 
was performed by Alex Scott, a 
member of the crew of one of the 
Foster wells. When Scott saw the 
top of his own derrick on fire, 
while aiding in the fight to put 
out the blaze at Fisher Well No. 7, 
he climbed to the top with a hose 
strapped to his back and in sight 
of thousands of spectators put out 
the blaze at the risk of his neck. 
He received à reward of $100 from 
his company for the service. 

The only casualty was that suf- 
fered by Fred Harold, 35 years of 
age, a member of the crew of the 
Petroleum Midway Company. He 
was fighting the fire on the Fisher 
property when one of the tanks ex- 
ploded. As he started to run from 
the danger zone, he tripped and 
fell and before he recovered his 
footing, his arm was badly burned 
by a stream of blazing oil escap- 
ing from the tank. He was treated 
at the Seaside Hospital and later 
removed to his home at 2051 Or- 
ange avenue.

The establishment of a merit 
system in the police department 
under which policemen who are 
efficient and energetic would be 
given promotion, was advocated 
by Chief Volimer in the annual re- 
port of the department filed yes- 
terday with the City Council.

“Creation of a division of con- 
struction and maintenance and plac- 
ing in charge thereof of a compe- 
tent engineer. 

“Creation of a crime-prevention 
division and appointment of a 
trained criminologist to conduct 
activities: of the division. 

“Establishment of a merit 
tem in the department.” 


MORALE IMPROVING 


Chief Vollmer said that the mo- 
rale of the department is rapidly 
improving and that “the force is 

g ahead in the battle against 
the underworld.” He cited the 
fact that during the year ending 
June 30, last, there were killed 
twenty-one criminals and thirty 
were seriously wounded in battles 
with policemen, showing, the 
Chief said, that “crooks are learn- 
ing that they cannot continue their 
operations in this city without 
serious consequences to them- 
selves." The Chief said that the 
law-enforcement machinery wil!

continue to work efficiently as 
as the public suppogs 
its officials. The ef, who 


is leaving the department and 
returni to his position of 
Chief Police of Berkeley on 
August 1, recommended that the 
salary of the Chief be established 
at mot leas than $12,000 a year.

Daylight Saving is Urged 
in Current Shortage by 
Rail Body Member 


Daylight saving and the allot- 
ment of available power to essen- 
tial industries were advocated by 
Clyde Seavey ot the State Rail- 
road Commission in a talk given 


before the City Club yesterday. 
The power shortage, he declared, 
need cause no serious interference 
with industry if such a program 
of conservation of electrical energy 
is carried out. 

John W. Kemp, vice-president 
of the club, presided at the meet- 
ing and introduced Mr. Seavey. | 

The decrease in the flow of water 
in the State's rivers during the 
present year, as compared with the 
figures for the year 1920, consid- 
ered at the time a dry year, was 
shown by Seavey as follows: 

The Sacramento River has fallen 
from a flow of 3740 feet a second 
to 2900 feet a second: 
Mokelumne River from 1920 sec- 
ond feet to fifteen second feet; the 
San Joaquin River from 1960 sec- 
ond feet to 100 second feet: the 
Trinity River from 336 second feet 
to seventy second feet.

In the European press a lively discus- 
sion is waging over the agenda for a new 


granted that, following the conference over

Secretary Hughes is expected to send the 
invitations some time im August and the 
date proposed is early in October. The 
good effect of the Washington conference 
has led the Burepean governments and peo- 
ple to look forward eagerjy to new pro- 
pesals for land and air disarmament. 

It has become apparent that the terms of 
the Versailles Treaty relating to the size 
of military forces are not adequate to pre- 
vent Germany, Austria and Hungary from 
Dreparing to wage a new war, if they should 
be so inclined. 

There was a time when those restrictions 


London Daily Mirror truly ébserves: 
The training of large bedies of men 
fe one thing. It may be cencealed for 
a time; for a short time oniy. But 
what if wars are to he waged in the fu- 
ture by secret forces that do not depend 
om multitede for their utilization—by 
rays and gases and serial weapons im 
possible to control by however vast an 

army of international spies? Is not 
the real problem? 
This problem is forced upon the world by 
the achievements of science during the 
present generation. It cannot be solved by 
means that were adequate for the older 
methods of warfare. Guppressing arme 
ments that are visible on the surface af- 
fords no protection against these invisible 
forces. So long as a people has a will to 
war, a real or @fincied grievance, there ic 
no paliticel machinery that can keep them 


| Force alone ie imadequate. No interna- 
tional body will be strong enough to so po- 
lee the world that these invisible arma- 
ments cannot exist. Se long as the will to 
war animates the hearts of a solentifie peo- 
ple they will be able to forge weapons. 

The real problem ig to prevent the de 


No other civilization known to history faced 
such a menace; and it is one ageing: which 
the old methods of defense will not suffice. 

Gen. Maurice has written some articles 
which serve to dispel the illusion that er 
maments are the inevitable“ cause of war. 
We have been misied ip our own country 
by @ misinterpretation of the meaning of 
the words of Washington: “Ip time af 
peace prepare for war.” 

How did Washington mean that the colo 

nies ? He was not advocat- 
ing a larg? army aud navy. He was not 
advocating compulsory military service. That 
expression was meant to stimulate thrift and 
economy in national affairs. In the eight 
eenth century wars were not waged on mon- 
ey raised by bond issues. This method of 
securing national credit was not yet to 
vogue. Preparation then meant the accn- 
mulatign of a surplus in the national treas- 
ury ip time of peace that would be avail- 
able in case the country went to war. 
But the folly of one country placing itself 
m a defenseless position while its neigh 
bors are powerful and armed is self-evident. 
Total disarmament is possibly a problem of 
generations. 25 

Yet the European statesmen do not re- 
gard the case as hopeless. They believe 
that there is an escape from the perpetual 
menace of war; but that escape is to be 
found only in eliminating the causes of war. 
They are not natural causes, but the prod- 
uéts of society. If the causes of suspicion 
among peoples could be eliminated the roots 
of that poison growth called war would be 
destroyed. 

The present hope of the governments and 
peoples of Burope is that treaties could be 
negotiated and international understandings 
reached at Washington which would give 
confidence to each people that its territory 
would not be invaded by a powerful neigh- | 
bor, What was accomplished in the Pacific 
ares they fee] could be accomplished in the 
Atiantic.
